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*^* IN the Preface to my Songs Opera 4, I obferved, that '^ Poetry for the 
higheft of mufical Expreffion, muft come from the Heart, and apply to it/' The 
Pfalms abound with fuch Poetry, both in the penitential, and thankfglving Stilc ; tho' 
there are but few of them, as entire Pieces^ lit for Mufic. For this rcalon, I have 
taken the liberty of colUBiftg Sentiments fcattcred thro' various Pfalms ; it being eafier 
toformy than to Ji?td fuch a Succejfi07i of Pafiagcs as fuitcd with my Purpofc. Left it 
may be imagined that I have deftroyed a Conncdion, inftcad of makii 
fubjoin the Words I have chofen, for the Convenience of reading the 
Whoever will take the trouble of picking them out from the Original, will find tliem 
in (and about) the fixty-ninth Pfalm, and will fee that I have not infcrtcd, nor altered 
any thing 3 but have only brought fuch Thoughts together as might naturally occur to 
a Mind opprefled with Afflidion ; and at laft, deriving Hope from a Remembrance of 
former Mercies. A greater Tranfition than this, appears to me, unnatural. 
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The Ode is not altered, in any refped, from the Original it is entitled, " TJoe 

dying Chrijli an y to his Sotd\''' and is fufficicntly known, and admired. Perhaps it 

may be worth remarking, that it is the only Piece of Pope\ fit for Mufic, the' never 
intended for it. 



Both in the Anthem,' and Ode, I have aimed more at Stile^ than Compofition. There 
is intended to be Contrivance enough to engage^ wxxXxowt pcrplcxijig the Attention. I 
would be cafily underftood by the Ignorant, but not fo perfedly to dilcard Art as to 
be defpifed by the Skilful.
